DEATH OF LORD CASTLEREAGH. 

By the packet ship Amity, arrived at 
New-York in 38 days from Liverpool, in- 
telligence of an official character ts receiy- 
ed of the decease of this highly distin- 
guished Minister of State, on the 13th of 
August, in his 54th year. He was born 
June 18,1769. For ten days preceding 
his death, which was by suicide, he had 
been suffering severely from nervous fe- 
ver. The testimony of his physician, 
Dr. Bankhead, is, “that he was perfect- 
ly deranged, and ina state o1 complete 
insanity.” ‘Che doctor was with him im- 
mediately after the commission of the fa- 
tul deed. He entered the door at the mo- 
nent Castlereagh cut his throat. His 
face was elevated towards the ceiling — 
Without turning his head, on the instant 
he heard the doctor’s step, he exclaimed, 
* Bankhead, let me fall upon your arm 
—'tis all over.” The verdict of the ju- 
ry was, ‘“‘that no other person except 
himself was the cause of his ceath.’-- 
The tunds immediately fell balf per cent. 
lie was undoubtedly “the ablest mem- 
ber of the british cabinet,” and perhaps 
not inferior in talent to any preceding 
priine minister of Great-Britian His po- 
litical lite occupied a space of about 27

There are 
manufactured 35,000 yards of cloth ina 
week, or ina year, one million eight hun- 
dred and twenty thousand yards! which 
cloth, for shirting and sheeting, is gaining 
credit daily in every section of the Union. 
The machinery, too, is in many respects, 
superior to the English; so that this ex- 
tensive establishment may emphatically 
be styled the pride of America.—Gaz.
